Dark reports come from all over
China. Everywhere the Chinese are
becoming excited over the demands for
porte and concessions. Central China |
particularly is restiess, and rioting has
taken place at Ning Ko. Rebellions
have broken out in Kwangsi, one in
Wachap and another in Lauchow. The
governor of Kwangsi has sent soldiers
to the rebellions districts. Tronble is
reported in Mauchuria, Some think
the authorities nre doing zll they can to
drive (he people mnto rebellion, or, as
some say, into the hands of Russia.

Amoung
the things of which Gensral Gareis com-
plains is the failare of the American
commander to officially mnotify him o
the sorrénder of the Bpamish forcennder
General Toral. He is also incensed at
the alleged fact that he was not invited
to be present at the ceremony attending
the formal capitulation of Santiago.
Another grievance is the retention of the
Spanish eivil aothorities in the admin-
istration of their functions in BSantiago.
For theee reasons Garcia declares he
will no longer co-operate with the forcea
under General Shalter, but will act in-
dependently as he did before the Amer-
ican troops landed in Coba.

LEAVE THE CABINET

Report That Weyler May Form a New
Cahinet in Spain.

Loxpox, Jaly 21.—-According to n spe-
cial [rom Madrid, SBenor Bagasta has
again offered to resign, and has been
counseled by the queen regent to advise
wilh the other political leaders relative
to his futare conree. It is alec reported
that General Polaviejas’ retorn to Mad-
rid ie clogely connected with the coming
change in the ministry, and that Gen-
eral Weyler will form & eabinet, in
which General Polaviejas will be minis-
ter for war. This combination, it is for-
ther asserted, will enpport the dynasty,
repeal the suspension of constitutional
rights and continue the war to the ut-
most limits,

Twenty-Four Passed.

Leavesworts, Kan., July 21.—The
examination by a board of officers of a
class of thirty-gix civilians for commis-
sions as lieulenants in the army has
ended at Fort Leavenworth and twenty-
foar of them passed. The examinsation

Secretary Long eaid this afternocon
that the departure of the fleet had been
deferred until after the Porto Rico cam~
pnign ot least; but {orther than that he
declined to indulge in predictions. Itis
stated advisedly and upon highest au-
thority that the president never con—
templated an attack on Spain except as
an extrems resort to terminate the war.
It has never been his intention to bom-

bard cities, howev er strong or helpless,
or to captore and destroy fishing yes—
eale and defenseless comstwise com-
mérce until other measures had failed.

The occupation of the Philippinea and
of Porto Rico, with the overthrow of the
8panish sovereignty in those colonies
and ejection of Bpanish troops from the
whole island of Coba without great loss
of life from disease, are to be achieved if
possible before hostilities are to be car-
ried into Earope, .

After Porto Rico comes altogether
under the American flag, if Bpain does
not awaken to a realization of the fulil-
ity of further resistance, and warie
necessary, the'*Raiding Bquadron™ pro-
ject may be revived.
